1. Talked to Ralph Preston, Staff Assistanf,
House Appropriations Committee, who said he would be available to come out
and discuss our budget presentations with us on 24 or 25 February or 2 or 3
March. . I said we would be back in touch after conferring with Bill Woodruff,
Counsel, Senate Appropriations Committee, who we would like to have at the
same time.

2. George Carver, SAVA, and I lunched with
John Goldsmith, Senate Armed Services Committee staff, and discussed his

recent trip to Southeast Asia and our problems with the current Defense
Procurement Authorization bill which the Committee is considering.

3, Met with Ralph Preston and discussed with
him the Committee schedule for hearings. I told Preston the Agency budget
book would not be ready until about 10 March. He assured me this would
not be a problem, that their schedule is such that the Chairman reasonably
would not be calling for either the Agency presentation or the community
presentation by the Director before the 15th of March. I reaffirmed with
him that we would hope to have him and Mr, Woodruff out to the Headquarters
building for a day on the Agency budget and the community budget as soon as
possible after 10 March,

4. Talked to Bill Woodruff about scheduling the
Director's appearance before the Intelligence Subcommittee on the Agency and
community budgets. I explained that our Agency budget book would not be
completed before 10 March and we would hope that we would not be called on
either the Agency or the community budgets before then. Woodruff said this was
a safe assumption. He agreed with my suggestion that as soon after 10 March as
feasible he and Preston would meet with us to go over plans for presentations on
both the Agency and community budgets.
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13. Received a call from Mrs. Mildred Akins,
in the office of Representative Hugh Carey (D., N.Y.), requesting a copy
of the '"People's Republic of China'' atlas. I told Mrs. Akins we would be
happy to provide a copy for the Congressman's use and will drop one off in
the next day or two.

: 14. Called Sam Goldberg, on the staff of Senator
Charles McC. Mathias (R., Md.), about his call requesting a briefing for
Senator Mathias and Senator Philip A. Hart (D., Mich. ) on certain aspects
of the nuclear test ban issue. 1 told Goldberg we had taken this up with the
Director who felt that since this was essentially a policy matter any briefings
which the Senators received on this subject should be given by representatives
of the Atomic Energy Commission. I said the AEC was in possession of all
the information we had on the subject of Soviet programs as well as on the
subject of detection capabilities. Goldberg said he understood and was sure
Senator Mathias would understand also and appreciated my timely response.

I said it should be kept in mind that there was
a significant difference in size and capability between U. S. and Soviet
ships in certain categories (heavy cruisers, guided missile cruisers, and
amphibious ships over 600 tons) even though similar terms were used to
identify them. Woolsey said he understood and added this was precisely
what he needed.

SUBJECT : Woolsey's Request for Information

1. I think it is possible for Jim Woolsey to
use the attached information on an unclassified
basis on two conditions:

a. that there be no specific reference
to intelligence sources underlying the data.

b. that there be no attribution to the
Agency.

We of course do not have the comparable data on
the US Navy.

2. I have added some footnotes to the cate-
gories as they relate to heavy cruisers, guided
missile cruisers, and amphibious ships over 600
tons. In each of these categories it is important
to understand that there is a significant dif-
ference in the size and capabilities of the ships
concerned between the US and Soviet navies even
though the same term is used.

3. Please let me know if I can do any more STATINTL

for you on this problem. R

In response to Murphy's question yesterday, I told him the Agency
was completely out of the picture on the question which Senator Howard
Baker (R., Tenn.) raised initially with the Director.

said this information in classified form would be very helpful to the Com-~
mittee, but he also asked if we could provide him with some unclassified
data on Soviet vessels both by category and age in somewhat the same
manner as that published by the House Armed Services Committee two
years ago. .

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8. Met with Bill Woodruff, Counsel, Senate 25X1
Appropriations Committee, and discussed plans for the 15 February briefing
of the Defense Appropriations Subcommittee. Woodruff recommended that
the Director cover a prepared text on the Soviet Union, Communist. China,
and Southeast Asia, leaving other areas for the question period. He said the
Subcommittee was skeptical about recent te stimony of Admiral Zumwalt
regarding the rapid expansion of the Soviet navy, and Woodruff recommended
the Director devote 'four or five minutes'to this subject.

Woodruff said he would like to get .from‘ "'within the next 25X1
week or ten days' a "money and people" paper for FY 1973 on CIA, DIA, NSA
and NRO, similar to the paper provided last year.

Woodruff said Chairman Ellender wanted a special briefing on the
intelligence community from Mr. Helms and Assistant Secretary of Defense
(ISA) Albert Hall in the near future --possibly appearing jointly, although
Ellender has not made up his mind on this agpect. Woodruff said that,
although he planned to hear from both the Director and Hall, Ellender would
probably try to hold the Director responsible for the entire community.

Woodruff expressed concern over the reference to tactical intelligence
in the Presidential directive, and I assured him that this was something which
we felt strongly had no place in the community picture. Woodruff agreed,
noting that excluding the costs of tactical intelligence would help him to cut
the figure on community intelligence costs.

9. Met with Senator Milton Young and discussed the
Director's appearance next week before the Defense Appropriations Subcommittet:2.5X1
In response to his earlier request, 1 briefed Senator Young on the status of
Indian nuclear development.
